Courts, by dividing the larger ftate* into 
two, three« or four diftri£ts, with a Circuit 
Court in each. 


The Circuit Courts are now held by the 
judges of the fupreme Court of thé United 
States, fix in number j who are obliged, for 
that purpofe, to travel, perpetually, from 
one end of the continent to the other.

be expected, that men o f this defcriptiou, 
will long retain employments, the duties of 
which require them to be fo frequently and

Small as the number of circuit courts now 
is, thefe circumftances render it extremely 
improper to compel the judges of the fupreme 
court to hold them.

This plan would ftrongLy incline him 
to a reconciliation on fair and honorable 
terms with Am erica ; the quarrel with 
which was always unpopular in France, and 
had become much more fo, fince (he di{play­ 
ed the will and the means of reliftance, and 
fince the effedt of her meafures had been felt 
in the French commercial toWns and colo­ 
nies— Hence it was to be prefumed, that the 
refult of the aegociation would be favora­ 
ble ; and feveral meafures of a nature to 
corfirin this opinion, and to ihew that the 
new government wi&ed to be on good terms 
with this country, were known to have been 
adopted by it. 
If, on the other hand, the 
refult of the négociation ihould prove unfa­ 
vorable, and our quarrel with France conti­ 
nue, it was to be prefumed that General Bu­ 
onaparte's failure and misfortunes in Egypt, 
would render him 
very 
cautious 
about 
attempting to attack a country more 
dif- 
tant,fâr more powerful, and which had mani- 
fefted a determination to defend itfelf.-— 
Should he feel the difpofition,yetthe. formi­ 
dable combination againft him in Europe, 
would find him full employment for all the 
means which his country, in its prefent ex- 
haufted ftate could furni/h. 
And in cafe of 
a*new change in the government, which 
m ight place the Jacobins again in power ; 
or of a tide of fuccefs, which m ight revive 
the former fpirit of conqueft, dominion, and 
injuftice ; wem uflhave a warning fufficient- 
ly long, to enable us to provide anew for 
our defence ; which the fpirit and alacrity 
formerly difplayed by the country, when 
threatened with attack, gave the utmoft af- 
furanci of our being able very fpeediiy to 
do, ihould the danger return. 


This change in the iiate o f things, be­ 
tween the beginning and the end o f the fef- 
fion, induced the perfons who oppofed the 
motion for diibandtng the army, at the for­ 
mer period, to be of opinion that the meafure 
m ight be fafely adopted at the Utter. They 
therefor« brought it forward themfelvcj, 


mnd it paffed into a law .

N o official or dire& accounts have been 
received from our commiflioners fince their 
arrival in France.

great refpe& by the Government ; and 
that Gen. Buonaparte has appointed three 
Commiflioners to treat with them, one oi 
whom is his brother.

may foon be expetted to take place between 
them.

tional chara&er, and taught the French to 
refpett our rights ï That fince the eftabliÎh- 
ment of this navy, our commerce has reco­ 
vered from the depreflion into which th* 
depredations of France had plunged it, an4 
become more profperous than before

That our national credit, the ruin o f which 
they foretold, is high and firm : And final­ 
ly that the array, which they charged thé 
fupporters o f ad«»iniftration with having 
raifed for finilier purpofes, is laid down *>r 
Its authors themfelves, as loon as there was 
a reafonable ground to believe, that it had 
become unneceffary.

Men of fenfe and refledlion will recollect

dable combination againd him in Europe, 
would find bim full employment for all the 
means which his country, in its prefent e x ­ 
truded date could fnrnifh. 
A n d in cafe of 
a;new change in the government, which 
might place the Jacobins again in power ; 
or of a tide of fucccfs, which might revive 
the former fpirit of cenqued, dominion, and 
injudice J wemudhave a warning fufficient- 
ly long, to enable us to provide anew for 
our defence ; which the fpirit and alacrity 
formerly difplayed by the country, when 
threatened with attack, gave the uttnod af- 
furancv of our being able very fpeedily to 
do, fhould the danger return. 
This change in the Hate of things, be­ 
tween the beginnmg and the end of the lef- 
fiou, induced the perions who oppofed the 
motion for disbanding the ai my, at the for­ 
mer period, to be of opinion that the meafure 
might be fa fie I y adopted at the latter. T hey 
therefore brought it forward themfelves, 


and it palled into a law. 
Tile dlfcharge of 
the troops is to take place on or before the 
1 5th of June. 
But as thofe troops are to be difcharged 
Hiddenly, and Cooner than was expelled at 
the time when they were railed, 
it was 
thought reafonable and jud, to make them 
an allowance of three months pay, after 
their difcharge ; Co as to enable them to 
look about them at their return home, and 
fupport themfelves till they can get into 
new occupations. 
This wai not only a juft 
meafure, but a very wife one ; fince it will 
operate as a ftrong encouragement to pcr- 
fons, to enter into the fervice on any future 
occafion, when it may be neceffary to pre­ 
pare for defence. 
This reduction o f the army, will probably 
conftitute a faying o f about two millions, 
in the expences o f the year. 
M any other aft* were palled during the 
feffion, but they are not fufficicntly import­ 
ant to be detailed here. 
Far the greater 
number, as ufually happens, are o f a tempo­ 
rary nature, or intended for particular pur- 
pofes. 
T he bufinefs of a government fo 
extenfive as ours,neceffarily requires a great 
number of occafional and temporary laws ; 
but thofe ofa general and permanent nature 
are far lefs numerous than is fometimes Tup- 
pofed. 
N o official or direct accounts have been 
received from our commiffioners fince their 
arrival in France. 
It is, however, known 
from the public prints, that they are in 
Paris ; that they were received with great 
cordiality by the people of France, and with 
great refpe& by the Government ; 
and 
that Gen. Buonaparte has appointed three 
Commiffioners to treat with them, one ct 
whom is his brother. 
It alfo appears, that 
the French, in a great meafure, abllain, at 
prefent, from molefting our veffcls, except 
in cafes where they are atitborifed to do fo 
by the law o f nations ; and that feveral 
which were detained improperly, have been 
releafcd. 
T hus the lpirited con c f i and 
wife mtafurts o f our Government, aided and 
fupported by the courage o f the nation, are 
likely to produce their natural and ufual et 
fcft, of avoiding a ferious and dcttruflive 
war on one hand, and maintaining our rights 
and honour on the other. 
Appearances iii Europe are more favoura­ 
ble to the hope o f a general peace, than they 
lately were. 
It 
Teems certain 
that 
the 
Ruffians fatisfied with having checked the 
progrcfs o f France towaids univeifal em­ 
pire, and curtailed her power and her con- 
quells, and perhaps diftruftfu! of the views 
of fome o f the combined powers, have with­ 
drawn their armies, and probably feparated 
themfelves entirely from the coalition, 
ll 
this be true, Auftiia will, in all probability, 
foon find, that more is to be got by dividing 
the fpoil equally with France, than by con­ 
tinuing to contend for the whole of i t ; and 
in that cafe, as France will probably have 
the fame view o f things, an arrangement 
may foon be expelled to take place between 
them. 
England, who, notwithftanding the 
great expences o f the war, has gained more 
by it than any other power, will then have 
» no rational object for its continuance ; and 
will, moll probably, avail hcrfclf of the firil 
fife and favourable opportunity of making 
peace.. 
, r 
t 
A s to o»r internal concerns, the moll im­ 
portant of them, and the only on« which 
feems likely to agitate the public mind, is 
the approaching election of Piclident. 
M r. 
Jefferson is again brought forward in oppo­ 
sition to M r. Adams, and the turnoff exer­ 
tions are made to enfure his fuccefs. Thofe 
who have been in the courant habit o f op- 
pofing the prefent fyftem of adminiftration, 
from the moment when it was firll adoptsd 
by Genera! Waddington, its real author, to 
the prsfent time, will no doubt promife a 
great many good thing* to the nation, if 
they can at length obtain the management 
of its affairs. 
It will .however 
be re­ 
membered, by men of fcnfe and refection, 
that they have been 
employed, 
for 
ten 
years, in finding fault with and oppofing 
every meafure of the federal government ; 
that many o f thofe meafures which they 
clamoured mod againft, have been approved 
by experience, the only unerring judge in 
matters o f this kind :— T h a t the Britilh 
treaty, from which they prrdi&ed the moll 
direful confequences, has recured, thus far, 
the peace of the country, with that nation ; 
has given us poffcflion of the territory which 
was before withheld from us j and has put 


all our former differences in a train o f ami­ 
cable adjuftment. 
T h a t our commerce, the 
ruin of which was confidently predi&ed 
from the operation of that treaty, hat, lince 
its adoption, flourifhed more than ever 
. 
I hat the meaiures adopted towards Frauce, 
inllead of bringing on ut the exemplary ven­ 
geance of that nation, with which they ne­ 
ver ceiled to threaten us, have, on the con- . 
teary, enliircd to us better treatment front 
it, than any other people has received ; and 
are now, apparently, in a fair way o f pro. 
dyeing an honorable and fatisfa&ory accom­ 
modation : T hat our navy, which thofe per- 
lona oppofed to the utmoft, cried out againft 
as too cxpenlive to bt fupported, and ridi. 
culed at too intonliderable, to do any good, 
has protruded our commerce, raifed our na­ 
tional c h a r a d e s and taught the French to 
re I p ed our right* : Th at fince the eftablilh- 
nient oi this navy, our commerce baa reco­ 
vered from the depreffion into which th* 
depredations of Trance had plunged it, and 
become more profperous 
titan before 
« 
That our national credit, the ruin o f which 
they foretold, is high and firm : And final­ 
ly that the array, which they charged th* 
lupporters of adminiftration 
with having 
raifed for find,cr put poles, is laid down by 
its authors themfelves, as foon as there was 
a reafonable ground to believe, that it had 
become unneceffary. 
, , , 
Men of fenfe and rcflcdion will recoiled 
thefe cir cuinllanccs ; and 
they will 
aft 
themfelves, what more could any adininiftra- 
tion have done ? P a r t y - men, who are heat­ 
ed by conftaut opposition to all .that has 
been done, and view every thing with a 
re­ 
judged eye, will no doubt fay that more 
might have been done had their advice been 
followed ; but for this, 
we have nothing 
hut 
their word ; and it is juft as fair, to 
luppofe that leis would have bren done, 
had their advice been followed. 
T hey have 
predided much evil which we know has nqt 
happened. 
M ay 
we not fafely conclude, 
from this, that their predictions about th* 
good efiVds of following their advice, would 
have proved equally fallacious ? 
W h e n we weir engaged in a difpute with 
England, M u Jeffcrfon’a friends, and I pie- 
lume limited, ftrongly urged the moll vio­ 
lent and high-handed meafures. 
T o make 
a Tingle attempt at nrgociation, before re­ 
fort was had to meafurca o f couipulfion, was 
fligmatizrd by them as pulilanimity 
and 
meannefs. 
Nothing but 
fequellrnion of 
property, 
and prohibition o f 
intercourfr, 
would fuit them. 
W h en 
we 
afterwards 
got into a difpute with France, which w it 
inanifeftly forced upon us by the injuftice 
and aggreffions of that nation, thefe lame 
pcrfena wholly changed |heir tone. 
T h e y 
were 
then ail mild ne fs and 
fubmiflion ; 
talk' d o f nothing but the horrors of war ; 
infilled upon negociation after negociation ; 
pe petually held up to view our own weak­ 
lier, and tile power and vengeance of France | 
and even when the fecund embaffy was dri­ 
ven off, and a tribute demanded, dill per- 
filled iii oppofing every meafure of defence 
or preparation, for fear it fhould involve ut 
in war. 
W h e n perfoot aft thus inconfift- 
ently, is there not fome re a fen to apprehend, 
that their conduCl is influenced more fey 
paflion, party Ipirit, animofity againft enc 
nation, and improper attachment to another* 
than by an enlightened and wife regard to 
the intereft of their own country ?

financial operations of the government; the 
Committee, however, have inclined to the 
opinion, that the debt, as it has been liqui­ 
dated and funded by the government; after 
deducting the amount of funds which arofc 
prior to the lit of January, 1791? ought to 
be contodered as conrtituttng the true amount 
of debt, with which the present government 
has been charged by the ccnftitution. 
It is pr/frdly clear, that no part of the 
national debt, can with propriety be confi- 
drred as a new debt, which arofe prior to 
the compleat eftablifhment of the prifent 
government; and it is equally certain, that 
the funded debt originated from the con­ 
trada of the late government, and although 
it is certain, that the intereft for a certain 
period after the prefent Government com­ 
menced its operations, was fullered to accu­ 
mulate, and now compotor a part of the capi­ 
tal of the debt, yet it will be recollected, 
that the government commenced its opera­ 
tions without revenue— without any tyftem 
of finance, or funds of ary d e fe c tio n , to 
meet .even the ordinal y civil lift expenditure; 
that every plan which was ultimately adopt- 
| ed for the purpofes of revenue, wa* to be 
devifcd, matured, and finally carried into 
execution, 
before 
any . money 
could 
be 
brought into the Treafury— that from the 
nature of things, a conferrable time mull 
nefeflarily have elapfed, before the govern­ 
ment could be contodered a* completely efta- 
blifhed, before any arrangements could be 
made, either for liquidating the debt, or pro­ 
viding the means of difcharging the intereft 
aritong thereon ; and that during that period 
the intereft (as had been the cafe before the 
adoption of the Conftitution) did necefiarily 
accumulate; but the Committee believe 
that this accumulation of intereft is entirely 
chargeable to the imbecility of the late go ­ 
vernment, and of courfe ought to be conto- 
dered as competing a part of the old debt. 
It may likewife be remarked, that the fum 
which was loft by this accumulation of inte­ 
reft, was more than replaced by the terms 
on which the debt was funded. 
The debt which has been contracted by 
the late government, generally bore an inte­ 
reft at 6 per cent, and the large arrearage 
of intereft which had accumulated thereon 
and been long due, and might have been 
demanded by the creditors in cadi, but by 
the terms of the new contracts with them, 
that intereft was converted into a capital, 
bearing an intereft at three per cent, and the 
difference between the value of that (lock 
and fpecie has been gained by the govern­ 
ment ; fo that, in whatever point of view 
this fubjoCt ii contodered, it appears clearly 
to the Committee, that the old debt cannot 
be contodered as compotong a fum lefs than 
at which it has been funded.

Prom whence it refutes,that if the amount 
of debt on the firft of january, 1800, is con­ 
li rafted with the debt on the firft of January, 
1790,»it Will appear, that the debt has di- 
minifhed by the fum of 1,092,841 dollars 
and 48 cents ; or if it is compared with the 
.debt of January ift, l} q i , the debt has di- 
ihini(h<*d by the fum of 3,972.878 dollars 
and 66 cents ; fo that, in .either mode of 
ftating the account, it clearly appears, that 
the debt has in ta d been diniinifhed. 
It is perhaps of little importance, whether. 


that they have found fome difficulty in ren­ 
dering a principle more intelligible, which 
to thnn appears felf evident. 
The objeCl of every ftatcment of this na­ 
ture mud be toalcertain the balance of debt; 
and to do this, it is apparent that the debts 
and credits of the government mud be drawn 
into the account. 
The principle, whfch ap­ 
plies to the accounts of an individual, ap­ 
plies in the fame manner to the accounts of 
a nation ; the amount of debt can in nei­ 
ther cafe depend on the amount of the ac­ 
counts but upon the balance which refults 
from a companfon of debt and credit— that 
fhefe bonds are the property of the govern­ 
ment, has not been controverted, and if there 
is any meaning in terms, they contain perfo- 
nal engagements for money and muft be 
credits— the obligation to pay thefe bonds 
could be no ftrongex, if they had been exe­ 
cuted by individuals for money loaned, nor 
would the mode of collection be in the lead 
varied ; and whilft the effect is precifely the 
fame with thai of all credit, it remains for 
thofe who place them on dirterorit principles 
to explain the grounds of diftinftion. .
